The following ts an extract from Tue Acricunturat Gazerre, January 31st, 1587 — 


4 Waste is a sin in any branch of trade, or in any class of business, Whether it is that we are more 
interested in farming, or that we have more to do with that occupation than any other, however that may be, we 
are persuaded that easée is more prevalent among farmers than any other class of men. We consider that the 
Style of feeding éattle in large yards only furnished with one or, it may be, two side roofs, is wasteful to a degree. 
Upon English farms, especially those where corn farming is the main characteristic, and where the tenant’s 
capital is only half what it should be, waste’ by means of large open yards, and resulting in the making down of 
a large quantity of straw, with a few cattle, cannot be too strongly deprecated. There are those who cry out 
against covered yards, and in favour of open courts; this we put down as the cry of expediency. If properly- 
made manure is wanted, straw, even in the case of a covered yard, must be sparingly applied ; firefanged manure 
is but little good, and firefang will result if straw is improperly used. A tenant on a farm furnished with covered 
yards, and with a thorough knowledge of the system of feeding cattle, will keep ¢hree times as many beasts, as 
will a farmer with wet open yards and upon the old-fashioned heavy turniping system; nay, more, he will keep 
them better and to a larger profit per head. His manure will be yeritably manure, and not simply wet straw. It 
is the quality more than the quantity of manure which makes it valuable ; and when we see the straw grown 
upon, say, 250 acres trampled down by twenty-five or thirty small bullocks in open yards almost devoid of 
roofing, and without a spout to catch rain water, we cannot refrain from exclaiming, ‘ Sheer waste: waste of 
straw, waste of food, waste of money, and positively waste of water’ If the landlord of that farm would cover 
these yards, and the tenant properly use them, too cattle would not be too many, and his farm and his crops 
would soon tell where lay the difference between well-made manure and wet straw. Of course, this is largely 
a-question of capital upon the part of the tenant. We are persuaded that fot a tenant possessed of ample or 
sufficient capital no Iandlord would hesitate to cover cattle yards; the benefit to all parties is so apparent that it 
could hardly be denied. Cheap roofs, such as Galvanized Corrugated, answer the purpose quite well, 
and for £60 it is really surprising to see the extent of roofing to be got. It is with éovered yards or covered 
boxes that justice is done to cattle, to food, to manure, and therefore to farmer and'to farm,”

FCCDING.—o nara and fast principle can be here laid down as to the proper: food for dogs, varying as it does with the 
breed, size, and weight of each of them, and in the.exercise or work which may be expected of them. We will, however, remark 
that pet dogs especially, as a rule, are cruelly overfed, under a sense of mistaken kindness. It should be remembered that the process 
of digestion in the dog is avery slow one; two feeds in twenty-four hours is the utmost that a dog in health can benefit by. Lap dogs 
ought not to have solid meat at any time—broth, bread, milk, and biscuits. Large dogs, taking good exercise, can do with a small 
proportion of flesh, but never a meal of meat alone. Dog biscuits are perhaps the most convenient form of food as,a staple, containing 
as they do a judicious proportion of animal food; blended with meal. Care should be taken that they are stored in a very dry place, as 
when once musty they are hurtful, and dogs dislike them very much in that state, 


Treatment.—an authorities agree in recommending an occasional change in diet, and in giving cabbage, boiled and 
mixed in with other food now and then. Water, pure and fresh, should always be within reach of dogs, and feeding and drinking 
vessels scalded and cleaned daily. Food to be given regularly, ‘The daily exercise and scamper by no means omit, nor a daity grooming 
with hound gloves, a brush;.or wisp of straw. 


Wlashing.—wnen, py reason of dirt or vermin, a dog requires washing (never wash one on a full stomach), there are 
several soaps recommended to destroy parasites and beautify the coat ; and if, in addition to this, a final rinse in a decoction of Quassia 
Chips be resorted to, no vermin will remain in a coat so treated. 


DiSease.—nogs have almost as many recognised forms of disease as the human race. The more frequent complaints 
are:—Distemper, Catarrh, Cough, Mange, Inflammation, &c. Our space at command will not allow us to enter fully upon the 
diagnosis of these ailments. 


Remedics.—we win, however, give a recipe for a simple purgative, to be given on the first appearance of the dog being 
amiss, Syrup of Buckthorn, three parts; Syrup of Squills, one part ; Castor Oil, two parts. Dose—a teaspoonful for Lap Dog; 
two fora larger Dog ; up to half a wineglassful for a Retriever. Shake up well before pouring out, as the oil will float. 7» be given 
fasting, Also-a good pill for coughs, colds, lung affections, will he found in powdered Liquorice, 24 grains; powdered Ipecacuanha, 
6 grains; powdered Opium, 6 grains; powdered Rhubarb, 12 grains; powdered Gum Ammoniacum, 24 grains; powdered Gum 
Acacia, 24 grains ; mix and make into twenty pills, One fora 16 to 3o-I¥. dog; half-one for a Lap Dog. And a good tonic pill is— 
Quinine, 12 grains ; Sulphate of Iron, 18 grains ; Extract of Gentian, 24 grains; powdered Ginger, 18 grains ; make twelve pills— 
Half-one for a small dog; one for a larger; one and a half for a large dog.

Dust Bath.—Remove and frequently renew the surface soil inside your poultry houses, replenish your dust bath with 
dry sand or road sweepings, in preference to cinder ashes.

CleaNliNess.—tnsist on the most scrupulous cleanliness, daily removal of all acumulations, &c. Have all inside 
partitions frequently brushed over, perches as well, with paraffine ; apply it with the toe of an ordiniary scrubbing brush. This will 
Inake any crevice quite untenable for vermin. Frequently renew straw in nesting boxes; pine sawdust is better, if procurable ; and 
for non-potsoneus, effective, and pleasant-odoured disinfectant have your dredger primed with “‘Sanitas”” powder. An important part 
of the régime is to have the inside of your building distempered or whitewashed frequently. Use as a basis, pink earbolic powder 5 
this, besides the sanitary advantage, will give the inside a wafm salmon colour. 


FeedinG.—rer your fowls be fed sparingly until you have gauged the quantity they will eat without leaving any. For 
birds in confinement vary their diet as much as possible, Burley, maize, and wheat are each too heating for a long-continued diet 
Maize in particular is calculated to favour the abnormal Jomosit of fat. Heavy oats are good food for all-round purposes. | Buck- 
wheat and hempseed must be given only asa stimulant, span. gly. Do not omit to give the best of all anti-scorbutics—a daily taste of 
teen food. Water must be pure, not from a pond or open butt. 


Discase.—a careful following out of these few plain instructions will give you the greatest measure of immunity from 
fbecctee bradghiea ton byine: lech and the sndisestioate use of foots: 


Patching. —puring the three weeks occupied in incubation, the object should be to maintain a humidity cather than 
ardent dry heat, so that when you are choosing a spot for your hens to sit in, let these considerations guide you. A nest on the 
ground will, in all probability, be damp enough. Be, however, influenced by the prevailing weather: if hot and dry, lightly sprinkle 
Jour eges with tepid water ; and again, cold, piercing winds are very prejudicial to the successful hatching out of a large brood. | If 
the nest be not upon the ground, but raised above it, let a fresh cut turf form the bottom of it. After your eggs have been set a few 
days, it is well to test the fertility of them or otherwise, by holding them up to a strong light. 


Chicken Rearing. sx your hens in pars, o that you may, if your eggs turn out very badly, give them all to one 
hen, and start the other afresh. Should an egg be broken during setting, thoroughly ¢leanse the débris from the nest and from the 
other eggs; sponge them with warm water. After hatching out, chickens absolutely require nothing but warmth for twenty-four 
hours certain, as their abdominal organs are then still ina state of transition, Let the hen have a freshening up under a coop, and 
a good feed if she will before putting the chicks to her. ‘Their earliest food should be egg boiled bard and chopped fine, with bread 
‘crumbs, tiny morsels of meat, and then biscuits soaked in good milk, and grits, and so up to, the omnivorous state. Give food little 
4nd often, and quite fresh and sweet. Double your attention’ to them in bad weather. A morsel of raw onion chopped fine is a good 
prevention of cramp, and makes the youngsters pert as possible. 


Conditions Of Success.—rhe conditions necessary 10 success, then, are cleanliness, regularity, intelligence, 
and last, but by no means less important, properly-constructed houses, dry, well ventilated, with every facility for keeping scrupulously 
clean.

TREATISE ON 
PIGEON KEEPING. 


Few hobbies ean afford more gratification and innocent-amusement than the keeping of one or more of our many varieties of the 
Pigeon. The greatest difficulty, however, is the want of knowing how to manage them. We therefore beg to present the following 
plain instructions to those who may be desirous to omament their grounds with a structure and occupants calculated to afford them a 
most pleasurable contemplation. | 


Pigeons in Aviaries,—the test varieties of Pigeons for the Aviary are those known as “Toys,” viz. —Turbits, 
Owls, Fantail, Turbiteens, &c. These are most pretty and interesting, and they can be produced in confinement, 


if sufficient space be 
given, better than if they are allowed their liberty. Their plumage will come to perfection sooner, and keep cleaner than if allowed to 
fly about the housetops, and they are not so likely to become a préy to cats. 


Breeding,—ro ram nimvs ovr : They should be put separately in pens, and with a wire partition between each cock 
and hen, the partition being wide enough between the bars for them to put their heads through, at the same time there is sufiient 
space for either bird to recede far enough to prevent the other bird pecking it on the head. When the birds are matched turn them 
loose in the aviary, patting a nest pan in every recess. In the bottom of the pan frst puta litle slaked lime, on the top of that put 
two handfuls of yellow deal sawdust, This will keep parasites at a respectable distance, a thing you cannot be too particular about, a3 
birds will forsake theif young ones from this cause more than anything else. 


FeedING.—cive them the best you can purchase, i is the cheapest in the end, it is more satisfactory, and they can clear it 
1p without any waste., Vary their food, not keeping them too long on one thing. ‘The best sorts are : Small Round Maize, Old Grey 
Peas, Dare, Tares, Buckwheat, and Wheat otcasionally. Give them fresh water daily, putting a small piece of sulphate of iron in 
each fountain (see page 322) once a week, about the size of a pea—this invigorates and gives tone to the birds, Always keep a litle 
heap of red sand, mixed with loam and lime core, such as is cleaned from old bricks, say about half a bushel. ‘This the birds will 
turn over, more especially if you throw a few carraway seeds amongst it. Give a bath (see page 325) twice a weck ; place the bath 
in the middle of the aviary, when done with take it away and throw some dry sand over the wet they have made. 


By attending to the above simple directions, you can produce and keep in health some of the most delicate and beautiful specimens 
of the Pigeon tribe known.

PHEASANTS in confinement certainly do not appreciate our endeavours to make them more comfortable by giving them a roosting 
Rouse, We may safely assert that the pheasant suffers no inconvenience from the rigour of our winters. They will generally when 
penned disregard perches, roofs, and other humane conveniences, and squat on the bare earth. 


Tes a fact that, excepting gamekeepers, very few persons know anything about the general management of aviary pheasants, 
or in what respects it differs from that of domestic poultry. We therefore feel assured that a few hints on the subject wil be accept- 
able to those who purpose to embellish their lawns or grounds with a Pheasant Aviary. 


‘We may here remark that (with rare exceptions), none of the Pheasants incubate in Aviaries. The eggs are usually hatched under 
4 Game hens the Process occupies about twenty-four days. Like poultry, they require nothing beyond warmth for the fist day. 
A coop with a small enclosed run is used for a few days (sce Illustration; page 317), to prevent the escape of the nevly-hatched 
Pheasants, as they are prone to creep under the coop, or through a crevice, then to wander away, and perish miserably. Their fost 
‘food should be finely-chopped hard-boiled egg, bread, and fresh milk, plain egg custard. After a few days add ants? eggs, meal- 
worms; or fatted gentles. | Observe that only one or two of these insect delicacies be given at atime, toqualify meal rather than compose 
one, Give them food in the smallest quantities; if mot eaten up take it away. Feed them often, very early, and as late as compatible 
With their settling down under the hen, and being closed in by means of a shutter in front of the Coop every night 
(see Mlustration, page 317.) Let them have as much sun, early and late, as you can manage, by turning the coops round ; 
nor Tet them lack a kindly shade during meridian heat, You may, aftera fortnight, bring the young ones on to a diet of dough, 
composed of Game Meal, of which there are several good makers, but beware of giving it to them in a sticky, adhesive mass, a5 this 
would so disgust them that they would hardly look at the preparation again, Follow the directions génerally supplied with the meal, 
and put the dough or paste before your birds in a state of clean friability, that you may roll it between your palms into pellets, and 
nothing adhere. Our experience is that young Pheasants should not have the run of water at all times. Give them an opportunity of 
drinking twice a day, but in the interval remove the supply. Above all, see that the water given is pure spring water, o boiled 
Water not from a ditch, pond, cistern, or butt, which would ibe swarming. with animalculwe, and would fearfully decimate hand-reared 
Pheasants, Crushed grain may be given with advantage before the birds are old enough to swallow it whole. Finely-chopped onions 
OF leoks are beneficial, especially if cold winds prevail, or wet weather, when a futther addition of sealded and bruised hemp-seed 
‘may be added to the meal, Young Pheasants should not be confined to the Aviary before they are pretty well four months old,

AVIARIES AND THEIR 
(MANAGEMENT. 


The Aviary.—tropicar 
birds will of a necessity be relegated 
to the Indoor Aviary, placed either 
in a conservatory, or in a room ot 
sunny aspect, with good ventilation, 
yet free from draughts. Canaries 
‘of most varieties will thrive alike in 
or out of doors continuously ; together 
with our native birds out-of doors, 
canaries form a pleasing contrast. 


Selection. —tnose whose 
tendencies have led them to ornitho- 
logical stady, however slight, will 
have little difficulty in determining, 
by the formation of the subject, 
whether it be of an insectivorous or 
of aseed-eating variety—carnivorous 


compartment. TheyincludeHawks, 
Owls, Ravens, Magpies, Jays, Daws, 
and the Shrike. There may be at 
any time bickering amongst the 
inmates of an Aviary, so much so, 
that the wiser plan may be to remove 
the pugnacious one. 


Feeding. soo for 
Finches, Linnets, and bard-billed 
birds, consists chiefly of seeds of 
various sorts, The best staple is 
canary seed ; other seed should be 
given sparingly, or only as a change 
in diet. They are:—Maw seed, 
Rape seed, Hemp seed, and Millet, 
Spray Millet is best, as it gives some, 
occupation to"the birds in pecking’ 


the seeds out of the husk. Almost 
every sort of grain is in turn relished 


or graminivorous. These last two 
‘orders must of course have a separate 


by some of the Iarger of Aviary-kept ‘birds; and should be determinable by reference to their food in a state of freedom, Green 
food is an important item. It includes :—Groundsel, Plantain, Chickweed, Watercress, &@ Some should be given daily; note, 
however, not to give it in a wet state. German paste (how to make it anon) may be given to this order of birds, ie., Canaries, 
Finches, ete. ; and a liberal supply of good, clean, sharp, gritty sand is indispensable. Cuttle fish (not the powder), a chalky stuf, 
may be purchased at most bird shops; together with sand this serves the purpose of teeth, and accomplishes in the gizzard the 
trituration or grinding up of birds’ food. Water, pure and sweet, and shallow bathing-pans will of course,not be overlooked. 


FO0d.—we now come to the sof-billed birds, as the thrush, staling, blackbird, the warblers (including nightingale, 
blackcap, whitethroat), larks, pipits, wagtails, robins, titmice. These require a different food, containing, as nearly as we can 
compound it, a substitute for insect food ; and when insects are obtainable, as snails, caterpillars, spiders, woodlice, beetles, etc. 
collect them for the orders of birds enumerated undet soft-billed birds. Meal-worms are greatly relished, and they may be reproduced 
to any extent readily by placing a handful of them in a box or vessel with half a peck of any coarse meal, a few pieces of old sacking in it, 
and some bones; cover them up and put away in an out-house. Meal-worms are the larval form of a beetle, so that when you 
discover bectles amongst meal-worms, you will know that the desired process is going on. The staple food for soft-billed birds is 
termed generally “German Paste,” which may be made in the following manner:—Take a pound of meal (three parts peameal and 
one coarse oatmeal), three ounces of raw sugar or honey, work it into a paste with sufficient salad oil, then add half a pint of well- 
bruised hemp seed with a dash of maw seed. Vary the food as circumstances require it with the addition of chopped hard-boiled egg, 
‘scalded captain’s biscuit, ants’ eggs fresh or’ preserved (these last can be bought at all bird dealers’), scraped beef or mutton, or ox 
heart boiled, dried, and put through a wire sieve; during moult, and when out of sorts, these are the stimulants to give. We lean 
rather to keeping a morsel of sulphate of iron in the drinking vessels, in place of the rusty nail generally so much relied on.
